But notwithſtanding all this, the Weight 
and Influence of his Imperial Majeſty's In- 
terpoſition, propplled ſo far upofi ſeveral 
Members of the Empire, that it became 
very apparent, if this matter was not lob d 
to in time, it would produce Conſequences 
of very dangerous vatorg.

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Diet, upon this Subject, his Imperial Ma- 
Jeſty thought fit to write a ſecond Letter to 
the King 5 Sovereign, who alſo 
replied to it in the fulleſt and cleareſt Terms, 
notwithſtanding which, the Reſcript before- 
mentioned, was ſent to the Diet, and all 
poſſible: Means uſed to engage the Members 
to concur:with the Emperor's Deſire, 
- Amongſt other Courts, the Concurrence 
of that of Dreſden was eſpecially ſolicited, 
and you will ſee by the incloſed Paper, not 
without hopes of Succeſs; though it is cer- 
tain that no Court in Germany, is more con- 
cerned in Intereſt to ſupport the Caufe and 
Claims of the Queen of Hungary. Indeed 
his Polifb Majeſty from the very beginning 
of thoſe Diſputes, which ſtill divide the 
Powers of the Empire, ſhewed a. ſtrong In- 
clination to favour the Queen of Hungary, 
and to prevent her being Aiſtreſſed. To 
this we may; with: Juſtice, aſſert, that that 
Court was conſtantly incited by the 
warmeſt Applications from hence; which 
were, in a great meaſure, attended to, even 
at a time, when in outward Appearance, 
the Court of Saxony had entered into the 
Meaſures of the Houſe of Bourbon, and its 
Allies; which was a Step not altogether juſ- 
tifiable, and yet certainly brought about 
without any ſort of Malice againſt the Court 
of Vienna, as appeared by the Indifference 
with which his Poliſb Majeſty acted, during 
the Continuance of the War, and the readi-

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_ neſs with which he acceded to the Treaty 


af Breflau, eoncluded under the Mediation 
of his Britannick Majeſty, and in conſe- 


quence of his repeated Inſtances for that 


Purpoſ 


There had been from the Conclufion of 


that Peace, a Negotiation carried on for ad- 
juſting all the Differences between the Courts 
of Vienna and Dreſden, by a definitive Treaty 
pliſhed; yet in all this time, a very good 
Correſpondence had ſubſiſted with the Court 
of Francfort, as well as with that of Berlin; 


and both. joined their aſſiduous Endeavours 


to engage his Poliſb Majeſty to concur, in 
his Electoral Capacity, with the Views of 


the Emperor in this Affair of the Dictature: 
but then this was done in a very artful way, 
and under colour only of bringing the Queen 
of Hutgary's Remanſtrance to be — 
For the Imperial Court clearly di 

that if this previous Meaſure was once car- 
ried; it would be eaſy to give ſuch a turn to 
this: Affair, as would be more or leſs pre- 


judicial to the Queen of Hungary's Intereſt, 


according ta the Strength of his Impe- 


rial Majefty's Influence in the Diet; and the 


Arguments made uſe of to obtain the Con- 
currence of the Court of Dreſden, were fo 
fair and plauſible in Appearance, and were 
conducted with ſuch an air of Modeſty and 


Moderation, that they began to have a great 


Effect upon the Saxon Miniſtry, who though, 
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in the main, well inclined towards the 
Queen's _—_— 1 of 
Opinion, that his Poli yeſty ought to 
. fair with the Courts of Prancfort, 
and Berlin, as well as with that of Vienna, 
eſpecially if it could be done with little or 
no Prejudice to the latter. bo FF 

Our Miniſter acted all this while in ſtrict 
Concert with the Count 4 Eſterbaxi, the 
_ Reſident at the Court of Dreſden; 
and labour'd to the utmoſt of his Power to 
demonſtrate the bad Effects of ſuch a Com- 
pliance. But perceiving that new Difficul- 
ties daily aroſe in this Negociation from the 
artificial Contrivances of the Queen's Ene- 
mies, he drew up a very clear State of the 
whole Affair, for the Conſideration of our

cloſed Inſtructions; which, as you will 
eaſily perceive, ſet this Buſineſs in its true 
Light, and fully demonftrate the Falſhood 
of that Diſtinction, by the Subtlety of which, 
the Saxon Miniſtry had been ſhaken in their 
firſt Reſolutions.

As to the Objection made againſt the 
Conduct of the Court of Mentz, as if it had 
not taken the Advice of the Electoral Mi- 
niſters, the Letter of M. Hugo dated May 19 
1742, of which an Extract was ſent you 
the laſt Poſt, will put it ſufficiently in your 
Power, to. give thereupon all reaſonable Sa- 
tisfaction: and if the Miniſtry at Dre/der 

faſt in their Notion, that this Concert 
was indiſpenſably neceſſary, you are able, 
from that Extract, to prove, that in this 
Reſpect, nothing has been neglected, His Im- 
perial Majeſty agrees as to this Concert, in 
the Anſwer given by him to the King, our 
moſt gracious Sovereign, the 22d of laſt No- 
vember, which arrived here from Frankfort 
December 3d following. It is true that he 
conſidered it as contrary to Form, and in- 
ſufficient, alledging that it was a Concert 
of Miniſters, who were not inſtructed as to 
this Point.

We pals in Silence how extremely ſenſi- 
ble the Mortification muſt be to the King 
our moſt gracious Sovereign, who, in Con- 
ſequence of known Engagements, had rea- 
ſon to flatter himſelf with a perfect Confor- 
mity in regard to the Buſineſs of the Em- 
pire; if, in an Affair wherein he has been 
entirely guided by the Lights of his Con- 
ſcience, and the Conſtitutions of the Em- 
pire, he ſhould find himſelf abandoned, not- 
withſtanding all the Promiſes hitherto made 


him, of the Suffrages of his Poliſß Majeſty, 


and if theſe Suffrages ſhould be oppoſite to 
his in the eſſential Point of the Affair he 
labours.

But we cannot help taking notice, that 
the Court of Saxony cannot inſiſt on the 
Suppreſſion of the Dictature, or even con- 
cur in that Meaſure, without croſſing her 
on proper Views and Declarations, and 
without expoſing herſelf to be thought the 
occaſion of all the Troubles that this Sup- 
preſſion may poſſibly give birth to. | 
For they conſtantly maintain, that it was 
not intended or defired, that this Affair

POSTSCRIPT. 


THESE Inſtructions enforced by the 
a Abilities and Diligence of the Mi- 
niſter, to whom they were addreſſed, brought 
about the defired End, and obliged the Court 
of Dreſden to diſtinguiſh its own Intereſts, 
which, in truth, are ſo blended with thoſe of 


the Queen of Hungary, that it is ſimply 


impoſſible they ſhould be ever ſeparated. It 
is indeed true, that the Royal and Electoral 
Houſe of Saxony are very nearly allied to 


his Imperial Majeſty, but then there is no 


manner of occaſion to take any Step with 
egard to this matter, capable of giving juſt 
Umbrage to the Imperial Court, or at leaſt 


It is much leſs likely ſo to do, than certain 


Steps that muſt become neceſſary, in caſe 
the Court of Dreſden took other Meaſures, 

. For you are to obſerve, that if the Empe- 
ror's Reſcript, in relation to this Affair, had 
been complied with, and the Queen of Hun- 
gary's Proteſts cancelled, or expunged, this 

would not have anſwered, by any means, 
the Views of the Court of Dreſden; and yet 


it is certain, that this could not any way 


have been prevented, but by hindering the 


Propoſition of thoſe Proteſts, and leaving 
things juſt as they ſtand. This muſt afford 
Leiſure for both ſides to cool, and give Op- 

; | portunities 
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ortunities for Friends to interpoſe, whereas 
if the Imperial Reſcript had once been com- 
plied with, all Germany had been in a Flame, 
and the Body of the Empire engaged in. a 
Diſpute with the Queen of Hungary. 

By the Acceſſion of the Voice of Saxony 
to thoſe of Mentz, Triers, and Hanover, 
the Electoral College is equally divided, and 
therefore no Reſolution can be taken, but 
the Affair of the Dictature muſt remain 
where it does, which as it will abundantly 
ſatisfy her Hungarian Majeſty, ſo on the 
other hand, it will afford no ground of Re- 
ſentment unto the Imperial Court, or at 
leaſt none that can be avowed. By this juſt 
and prudent Stand, all the Efforts of the 
French Intereſt will be entirely baffled, the 
Diſputes between the Houſes of Auſtria and 


Bavaria will remain in their former Situ- 


ation, and none of the neutral Powers com- 


pelled to take any ſhare therein, as other- 
wiſe they muſt have done. So that the 
N Paper Quarrel to ſo fair an Iſſue, 


is in reality as ſignal, and withal as ſigni- 


ficant a Victory as could have been gain'd 
in the Field, and the Influence of his Ma- 
jeſty therein is as evident, as the Effects of 
his Preſence in the memorable Action of 
Dettingen. | Wn: 
Theſe Inſtructions therefore will certainly 
demonſtrate two things, even to the moſt 
inveterate of your Countrymen, and ſuch as 


are with the greateſt Difficulty brought to 


D 2 believe 
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believe any good of Hanoverians. The firſt 
is, that the Affairs of the Empire are by no 
means in ſo bad a Situation as they have been 
repreſented; ſince it is plain, from this In- 
ſtance, that the Intereſt of the Houſe of 
Auſtria ballances that of the Emperor in 
the preſent Diet at Francfort; the other, 
that this has been wholly owing to the vi- 
gorous Interpoſition of his Britannick Ma- 
jeſty in his Electoral Capacity. So that it 
can be no longer diſputed, that he has em- 
barked all his Intereſt in Germany on the 
ſame Bottom, and from the ſame Views of 
preſerving the Liberty and Ballance of Eu- 
rope, in which, as a Britiſ Monarch, he 
has with equal Wiſdom and Fortitude en- 
gaged bs Bone of your Ile. 

From Meaſures like theſe, ſteadily: and 
vigorouſly purſued, we may with the greateſt 
Probability expect, that the Emperor will 
be ſpeedily brought to diſcern the Impoſſi- 
bility of perſiſting longer in French Mea- 
ſures; and thoſe who have hitherto con- 
curred with him in ſuch Deſigns, from pri- 
vate and particular Views, will rather prefer 
a Peace, brought about by returning to the 
natural Principles of German Patriots, than 


-a general War in Support of French Schemes, 


that muſt ſooner or later unite the better 
part of the German Nation to the Queen 
of Hungary, as the ſole Protector of their 
Freedom and Independency. Much has 
been already done towards this, and _ 
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will certainly be done, if the Allies perſiſt . 
in ſupporting the common Cauſe; by which 
alone the Peace and Safety of Germany, the 
Liberty and Tranquillity of Europe, by the 
Reduction of France within reaſonable. 
Bounds, can ever be effected. ©

With what face then can ſome People, 
both in your Country and in Holland, talk 
of the Ends of the War being dark, per- 
plex d, or ambiguous, when nothing in na- 
ture can be more evident than that the Ends 
of War are thoſe I have ſtated, which are 
alike worthy the Purſuit of all the Allied; 
becauſe none of them can be ſafe unleſs they 
are anſwer'd? Every little State in Germany 
is at this time in danger from that Influence 
in the Empire, which, if it prevails elſe- 
where, muſt endanger alſo Maritime 
Powers, and all the independent Govern- 
ments in Europe. Hence the Reduction of 
France, and in order thereto, the Support 
of the Queen of Hungary becomes neceſ- 
ſary; and hence the fulfilling of Treaties is 
not only an Act of Juſtice and good Policy, 
but a downright Purſuit of the fundamental 
Principle of all Laws, the Regard due ta 
Self-Preſervation. 

In ſuch Citcumſtances 2 as theſe, 
every State, every Republick, little 
Principality that ach - right Por in this 
Conjuncture is worthy of the Confideration, 
Encouragement, and Protection of the whole 
_ Confederacy, how ſmall ſoever her Force,

er narrow her Dominions. Every Power 
is indeed bound to do its utmoſt, and none 

can do more; which is a good Reaſon why, 
inſtead of exclaiming againſt Hanover 12 
not doing what is beyond her Strength, you 
ought to commend her Courage in venturing 
all; her Activity in doing ſo much as ſhe 
has, and congratulate her Succeſs in ſecuring 
ſo ſtrong a Party in the Empire, to co-ope- 
rate for the common Safety of Europe, in- 
ſtead of ſeeking her own Safety, endeavour-

tributed to ſecure the Powers in the Queen of 
Hungary's Intereſt in Germany from being 
either broken or deluded into other Meaſures, 
her unwearied Applications wherever the

If there was ſuch a, Spirit of Virtue pre- 
dominant in the World, as to engage all 
Men to purſue Truth for her own Sake, or 
to conſult the Intereſt. of their Country 
without any additional Motives, perhaps 
ſuch Pains, ſuch Application, ſuch reiterated 
Remonſtrances as the Miniſters of the Elec 
torate of Hanover in all the Courts of Ger- 
many have uſed, might have been ſpared. 
But you, Sir, who know, and who ſee how 
little there is of this kind of Publick Spirit; 
not only in Courts, but in popular Aſſem- 
blies, and how often even Great Men are led 
away by the Violence of their Paffiong; the
